As 1 would not be thought to 
fet up a Court of Sudicature, independent 
of the Prerogative, | would. have. the fe- 
uenty-two reduced to twenty four inthe Ex- 
chequer Chamber, as is practifed in the 
Cale of Sheriffs. 

I defire the Officers. and, Attendants of 
the Court may not be fugh, as have, ag 
any Time, ferved in Wefiminfler Hall, or 
the Courts adjacent ; and if J may prefume 
to recommend, I fhould think there might 
be aDraught from chellog College ; tor 
Men may be capableof thofe Services, 
who are net mutilated of aboveéne Mem- 
ber ; and two may be got, who have 
been caft for want of Size, to cfficiate as 
Tipftaff and Mace-learer, tho’ they are 
not above five Foot tem Inches in Shoes.

this Serene Body can’t be expenfive ; for 
Vil undertake to cloath a perfect Metho- 
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dift a whole Year for two Pounds fix Shil- 
lings and eight Pence Halfpenny.” But as 
forne of the Bench may be Taylors, or 
Shoemakers, confiderable Savings may be 
made on this Head, the Work being given 
Gratis. 

As to the Dyet, I don’t think, during , 
the Refidence of this Fudicatory in Lon- 
dom, the Dignity of their Stations, and 
the Dearnefs of Garden Stuff being duly 
conlidered, thata Fud‘cial Methodift can be 
fupported under two Pence three Farthings, 
one Decimal per Diem. 

I have reduced all my Calculations to 
the fimalleft Fra&tions ; but when the Court B 
removes out of Town, efpecially if any 
Hoxfe fhould fall tothem in a plentiful Tur- 
nip Country, the Expence will be greatly 
abated. 

I have been under fome Doubt whether 
to employan-Houfekeeper in domeftick 
Affairs, or to beg the Fudges Ladies toc 
undertake that Province ; but to prevent 
Civil Feuds, I think it beft to keep the 
Wives out of all Management ; and there- 
fore propofe that the Siffers of St Cathe- 
rine’s, having nothing elfe to do, fhould 
take that Charge by Turns upon them- 
felves. 

The Seipends may, I think, be ferrled 
at nd Skillings per Anuum each; which 
will be fufficient to buy Books of Devotion ; 
all others, together with Pen, Ink, Pa- 
per, War, Orc. being, as ufual, to be 
provided by the Office ; and from all o- 
ther Wants they are exempt by the Rales 
of our Order. 

But I am afraid the greateft Expence is 
yet behind ; which is the Maintenance of 
the Wives of thefe honcft Gentlemen ; for 
I propofe that their Children fhall be 
taken into the Blwe-Coat Hofpital; bur 
the Wives of Methodifts, like other Men’s 
Wives, will bave their own Way, and 
live in their own Manner ; and as it is to “ 
be feared, that few or none of them will 
be of our Perfuafion, it being extremely 
difficult for Husband and Wife to be of 
the fame Opinion, it mult be receflary 
that a Zable fhould be kept for them ; 
which can hardly be made acceptable to 
the Ladies, without exceeding thofeG 
Rules, which will be prefcribed by a Me- 
thodiff. 1 will therefore recommend the 
Management of it to the Clerks of $ Green- 
Cloth, whoare, asI amtold, upon Board 
Waxes, and have at this Time no Trou- 
ble about their own Table:

Thas have Taiven oua Sketch of my 
Scheme, which I fhall{pecdily improve to 
the utmoft Exa&nefs. 

The Court will be honeftly conftituted

fects every Day * ——When was there a 
greater Appcarancg of Poverty in all Parts 
of the Kingdom ¢ When were Rents 
worfe paid, or more Farms thrown up? 
When were there fo many Bankruptcies, 
Isfoluencies, ox Diftreffes in Shae Fami- 
kits? t —The imputing all This to a Spirit 
of Luxury, is downright begging the 
Queftion ; for though Luxury prevails too 
much in moft of our Cities and great 
Towns, it hath not yet infected the Gene- 
rality of our Farmers, Manufatturers, Ar- 
tificers, and Mechanicks, upon whom the

pend, It cannot be faid that the Poverty ¢ feafonably complain’d of, on one Side, and 


of thefe induflrious Men is yi upon

But the worft Circumftance of all is, 
that the Ballance of Power in.
